Amana,

faithfu lly .” 
The 100th anniv ersary observ es 
the day when the state of Iowa 
g ranted a charter to Amanists 
who fou nded the towns of Amana; 
East, Middle, Hig h, 
Sou th and 
West Amana — and pu rchased the 
nearby v illag e of Homestead. 
Early Amana, like many other 
relig iou s commu nities that later 
withered and died, was ru led by 
a board of elders who were all- 
powerfu l 
in 
both spiritu al 
and 
temporal affairs. 
All property was held in com­ 
mon. Clothing worn by 
men and 
women was plain and sober in 
color. The people ate commu nally 
in 
mesish all-sty le 
bu ilding s, 
the 
food prepared by the women. 
Relig iou s serv ices, the most im­ 
portant ev ents of the week, were 
held in meeting hou ses with white­ 
washed walls, bare floors and u n­ 
painted benches. Members were 
requ ired to attend 11 serv ices a 
week.

Members u sed their stock to 
pu rchase their homes from the | 
corporation. The commu nal dining < 
halls were closed. Some of them 
reopened as inns and restau rants. 
AH this happened as late as the 
1930s. 
On the spiritu al side, most Am a 
nists hav e retained the essentials 
of the relig ion and German cu l­ 
tu re brou g ht to Iowa by their fore­ 
bears. And that’s why German no­ 
bility is taking part in nex t week’s 
ceremony .

Still Co stlier 
Lo ans, Tig hter 
Mo ney Predicted

NEW YORK (AP) — Stiil cost­ 
lier loans and still tighter money 
are p redicted today . 
Interest rates already are start­ 
ing 
another 
-climb. 
There 
are 
more comp laints from -home build­ 
ers of trouble in finding someone 
to lend them 
money against 
mortgage. 
P art of this is due to the p olicy 
of the nation’«s money managers. 
They ’v e wanted credit to be tight 
to stav e off a sp eculativ e boom 
that could sp ur fresh inflation—an 
old-fashioned 
word 
which Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s Cabinet com­ 
mittee on p rice -stability for eco­ 
nomic growth now refers to as 
“ rises in the general p rice lev el.” 
But 
bankers 
here 
insist 
that 
most of the reason for tighter 
money isn’t Washington p olicy it­ 
self. It’s the law of sup p ly and 
demand. Peop le are slowing down 
their rate of sav ings. At the 
same tim e they —either as indi­ 
v iduals or as m anagers of busi- 
s or as officials of federal, 
state or local gov ernments—hav e 
been step p ing up their demand for 
loans. 
When the demand for money 
grows faster ¡than the sup p ly —fed 
by sav ings normally , or by the 
p rinting 
p resses 
abnormally —-in­ 
terest rates go up . 
It’s this squeeze in which the 
secretary of the Treasury finds 
himself. He has to borrow money 
because the gov ernment is sp end­ 
ing more just now than it is taking 
in from the tax p ay ers; billions of 
dollars worth of outstanding secu­ 
rities are coming due and can be 
rep aid only by borrowing more 
money (known as refunding the 
debt); 
and 
holders 
of 
sav ings 
bonds 
are 
redeeming 
them 
in 
greater v olume than others are 
buy ing new ones. 
The secretary is hav ing trouble 
seilurg 
bonds 
because 
inv estors 
can get a higher return from sev ­ 
eral other kinds of inv estments. 
T hat’s why the Treasury wanted 


Congress 
to 
let 
it 
p ay higher 
y ields on sav ings bonds. 
The Treasury can comp ete with 
other borrowers in the short-term 
money m arket because there is 
no legal limit on the interest it 
p ay s-^and that charge is now the 
highest in y ears. 
But the law forbids the treasury 
to p ay more than 4V* p er cent 
interest on any bond running for 
fiv e y ears or longer. The House 
Way s and Means Committee has 
just p igeonholed President Eisen­ 
hower’s request to let the Treas 
ury p ay more. And the secretary 
say s he can’t find any one who’ll 
lend him money ast the p resent 
rate. 
Bankers here say that with the 
Treasury now confined to doing 
all it’s borrowing at short term , 
the m arket will get all the tighter 
and tend to force interest rates 
higher.
